■M"AXIM LITVINOPF, Russian diplomat, Is de- 
finitely on his way to Washington to conter 
with Roosevelt on the .matter of the récognition 
of the Union of Soviet Socialist Republics by the 
United States. Little doubt as to the eventual 
outcome of this conference remahis In the minds 
of foreign observers, now that Utvlnoff's passport 
bajt a diplomatic visa, entitling htm to that im- 
munity univenally extended to the dlplmatic corps 
of the 'reeogniced nations. ; It^l^|i^|mm|formal- 
Ity ^t Washington that now rSmfflwIWP*' 

While we have previously considered 1» this 
column the stimulus behind the whole matter, re- 
cent events cast new light on this matter of re- 
cognition. Within the la.st weclt,. Japan has re- 
tired from that part of China which lies south of 
the Great Wall, and has released territory which 
tutd been bought dearly with life and money. Ap- 
parent reasons for this mov3 are not difficult (o 
find. First, the naive suggestion that Japan, de- 
sires to act the magnanimous victor with China, 
that Japan wishes to enlist the sympathies of the 
Republic in a pan-Oriental scheme to make the 
East safe for the yellow man. It is doubtful whe- 
itt wA é yOT|toép .dlsunltèd country and nation that 
fiS^raSSS^wr appreciate this token of good-wUl 
within only two years of seeing a large slice of 
her territory carved out by her island neigltbour, 
Another suggestion has been advanced , that 
this., withdrawal of troops from the zone in 'ques' 
tion is a direct result of economy. ' Again, this 
excuse is not plausible. Money cannot be a factor 
in tills case. 

Wliat probably is the real reason behind the 
whole move, however, Is that that Japan is trying 
to consolidate her position In Manchukuo, and Is 
attempting to reinforce her garrisons in the north- 
ern sections of the new puppet state. Reasons for 
such, a ihoye. are abundant . 

Formerly, the only theoretical enemy in the 
Pacific has been the United States. Tiiere is no 
question as to the flag the PhilUplnè Islands will 
fly when the United States becoimés bold ' enough 
to leave the Islands. The Caroline Islands already 
belong to Japan through recent diplomatic con- 
quest from the League of Nations., In this way, 
Japan will dominate the entire succession of islands 
from, thé Japanese archipcligo to within striking 
distance of Singapore. She wtU be supreme In 
the eastern Pacific Ocean, with nobody to dispute 
her naval strength in those waters.

out allowing for the power . of Russia in Siberia. 
,As long as the world treats Russia as the black 
sheep of the family of nations,, as' long as the 
powers persist in their efforts to demean the So- 
viets,, as long as civilisation disparages the work of 
the Soviets, Japan will parade the Pacific in full 
war Plumage.

- ' We should not come to ' the conclusion that 
these "actions necessarily mean that the United 
States Is looking forward to war with Japan and 
wants to have, an ally in Asja; .tyther must we say 
that the presence of a strong supporting government 
near Japan will tend towards reducing the jingo 
attitude in that Eastern Empire, especially with 
regards to the United States. 

Both Russia and the United States are on com 
mon ground as regards to fearing the actions of 
Japan. Not a week passes but that some protest 
is lodged In oklo by the Russian envoy, either 
with regards to the activity of Japanese troops on 
Manchukuo's Sifcierian frontier, or about the i^ife 
problem of the Russian-owned Chinese Eastern 
Railway running through the new puppet state. 
Tills tension is constantly gi-owlng tighter and 
tighter. Only yesterday the premier of the Soviets 
in a speech in Moscow declared that Russia will 
always be ready to protect her frontiers. There 
is little question but that Japan was inferred in 
the speech. ■ 

The United States too has been having her 
troubles; with Jàpan. . Not officially, but rather by 
hisinuktion and ^seemingly slight acts has Uils 
been shoî^n. The United States last year moved 
the msijor portion of her Atlantic fleet into the 
Pacific, and left the flotillas there for reasons of 
economy. Japan has been having her manoevrep, 
both naval and military, against mythical enemies 
which strangel^ll^âù^ seemed to come out ol 
the Pacific OaSSIK/tÊ^'i 

On the whole, Russia's new Influence in the 
Pacific will be on the side of peace. Japan may r.t 
some future time be ready to measure arms with 
.the United Spates, but she will have to think twice 
before starting any activity with an American illy 
ready to Jump on her back. On the other haàd, 
it Is very doubtful whether the United States would 
be ready to pick a quarrel with Japaii, inasmuch 
as she is about ready to relinquish her possessions 
in the Oriental vraters. Russia has no . designs at 
the prirent time oh any! part of the ol!l China; 
her interests lie elsewhere. AU in all ,it appears 
that the only possible provocator In the Orient is 
Japan, jtrhose Imperial ambitions and the necessity 
of. territorial expansion to cope with her imminent 
over-pop|ilation, :makes her cast , envious glance on 
the PhÙUptoés' and possibly AÙstraiià. With the 
co-opénîtion of à powerful and friendly Russia the 
whole threat appears to be postponed indefinitely.
